THE  SAN  FflANCISCO  NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM,  a  pro)ect  of  the 
San  Francisco  Arts  Commission,  is  one  of  the  first  community  arts  programs 
established  in  the  United  Slates,  and  works  to  ensure  that  all  residents  of  the  city 
experience  and  participate  in  the  arts. 

There  are  many  voices  that  should  and  must  be  heard,  and  they  can,  by 
expressing  their  cultural  heritage,  experience,  and  creative  perspective  contribute 
significantly  to  the  developmeni  of  art  and  quality  of  life  in  our  city

COMMUNITY  CULTURAL  CENTERS  AND  RESOURCES 

Four  neighborhood  cultural  centers  are  now  operated  through  partnerships 
between  the  Arts  Commission/NAP  and  community  based  non-profit 
organizations  These  community-based  tioards  provide  the  means  of 
programmatic  support  for  the  centers,  based  in  the  Bayview/Hunter"s 
Point,  Mission  district.  South  of  Market  and  Western  Addition  areas. 
The  cultural  centers  provide  the  facilities,  services  and  programs  that 
enable  local  residents,  emerging  artists  and  arts  groups  to  teach,  perform 
and  experience  the  arts. 

Support  Services  lor  the  Arts,  located  within  the  South  of  Market 
Cultural  Center,  offers  direct  assistance  to  community  arts  organizations 
and  individual  artists  through  each  of  its  four  departments:  SF  Costume 
Bank,  Technical  Services,  Graphic  Services,  and  Mural  Resource 
Center. 

Through  a  partnership  with  the  Chinese  Culture  Foundation.  Chinatown 
NAP  sponsors  programs  for  Chinatown/North  Beach  residents 
at  the  Chinese  Culture  Center. 


CONTINUING  OUTREACH 

Throughout  its  history.  NAP  has  worked  to  provide  all 
neighborhoods  the  opportunity  to  develop  arts  programs 
specific  to  their  needs.  With  assistance  from  Grants  for 
the  Arts  of  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  and  the  Arts  Commission's 
Public  Arts  Fund.  NAP  supports  neighborhood  arts 
activities  in  the  Tenderloin,  VIsltacion  Valley,  Potrero 
Hill,  Richmond,  and  Sunset  Parkside  districts,  as  well 
as  a  special  "Re-Entry  Arts"  program  for  ex-offenders, 
co-sponsored  with  the  SF  Sheriffs  Department. 

NAP  actively  promotes  arts  programs  for  youth  city-wide, 
including  collaborations  with  schools  and  arts  organizations 
for  the  annual  Youth  Arts  Festival,  and  other  programs 
which  encourage  creative  partnerships  for  the  artistic 
development  of  our  city's  young  people.
